43 persons, including that of th e a ­ 
trical producer F,arl Carroll.

Diego, Calif , to New York, 
plowed into a 60 000-volt power line 
and exploded Into flames yesterday 
afternoon near this eastern P e n n ­ 
sylvania anthracite community. 
The wreckage sprawled over an 
acre of woodland The bodies — 39 
passengers, including two infants, 
and 
four crew members — were 
burned and torn, many beyond re ­ 
cognition. 
Their 
belongings 
were 
scattered everywhere, 
“It is as bad a mess as I have ever 
seen,’’ said Joseph O Fluett, chief 
of region one of the Civil Aeronautics 
Board. F luett arrived from New York 
a few’ hours after the disaster to 
head the CAB'S investigators. 
He was Joined bv experts from th e 
U nited 
Airlines, Douglas A ircraft 
Co., m anufacturers of the big plane 
and the Airline Pilots Association 
They searched through the w reck­ 
age until midnight last night and 
returned to the task this m orning. 
“We expect to conduct a thorough 
nnd com plete investigation but I can 
see we’re going to run into difficul­ 
ties because the disintegration is so 
com plete." Fluett said. 
“We ll use the process of elim in a­ 
tion. sorting the most obvious rea­ 
sons first and go as far as possible 
on th at basis.’’

They 
found, among other things, a wallet J 
containing Carroll's name and 81,024 
cash.

Tried Emergency lan d in g 
The airliner, flying not more th an 
30 feet off the ground, was a tte m p t­ 
ing an emergency landing after one 
of its moto.* caught fire. It barely 
missed the breaker, hit the power 
line and caromed 200 feet into a h ill­ 
side. The carbureter from one of the 
engines was found on “Big M oun­ 
tain .’' about 1,200 feet from the 
wreck. 
"Flam es and smoke flew about 
90 feet in the air,’’ said H arry S ti­

sc erie was like a living hell." 
"Holy smokes, that must have been 
a furnace," said Sheriff Ray E. Lehr, 
“I saw 39 men fry to death in the 
bombing of the Cruiser M arblehead

— but this is worse." 
The crash put power lines in the 
area out of commission and forced 
shu td o w n of the Continental. G er­ 
m antow n and Mid-Valley collieries.

Full electric service was restored 
shortly before midnight last night 
but 1.200 miners were still idle today 
because during the shut down of the 
power plant considerable w ater had 
flowed into the mines.

However he 
warned that curing a boron de­ 
ficiency may not get rid of all corky 
tissue because the “diseases known 
as Bitter Pit or Baldwin Spot is 
still with us.”
